road,  but  merely  to  inform  them  that  it 
was  now  cutting.  Colonel  Hawkins  did 
not  appre  hend  any  attempt  would  be 
made  to  stop  the  progress  of  the  work- 
men employed  on  the  road,  as  the  best 
informed  chiefs  of  the  nations  were  in  fa- 
vour of  it  personalty,  but  thought  it  im- 
politic to  give  their  public  assent.  Out* 
informant  further  states,  that  lie  Saw  some 
Indians  at  that  place- said  to  be  part  of  a 
deputation  from  three  northern  tr.bes  be- 
yond the  lakes  (six  from  each  tribe)  an 
completely  armed  with  new  P.riii  h mus- 
kets, &c.  they  had  not  made  their  business 
known  at  that  place,  but  it  was  supposed 
that  tiiey  came  to  get  the  southern  Indi- 
ans to  join  them  in  a war  against  the  U 
Slates.  A Cherokee  chief  observed  to 
them,  that  if  such  was  the  object  of  their 
mission,  they  had  better  return  without 
making  it  known,  for  Jiis  nation  was  well 
settled  and  intended  to  remain  so. 

It  is  evident,  from  the  information  we 
received  from  various  parts  of  the  union, 
that  the  British  sp  ire  no  pains  or  . xpens 
to  accomplish  clieir  eiiaboiica,  d sig.  of 
setting  the  Indians  at  war  with  tne  w hole 
of  our  frontier  settlements.  The  idea  of 
the  norror  and  distfess  of  such  an  unpro- 
voked warfare  is  snocking  to  humanity. 
It  shews  us  the  depravity  and  consummate 
wic:.  riness  of  the  British  government 
and  wc  t we  may  expect  from  their  good 
faith,  and  national  honesty.

ble  expedition.  Some  are  disposed  to  censure 
the  President,  others  to  blame  Governor  Harr.- 
son,  but  with  very  little  reason  for  cither.  Ail 
applaud  the  bravery  of  the  soldiers,  and  deplo;  t 
the  loss  of  the  heroes  who  sunk  on  the  field  of 
battle  beneath  the  weight  of  their  laurels 
Two  of  the  volunteers  from  Ix-xington  have  re 
turned  to  their  friends. — A few  days  ago  one  ot 
Governor  Harrison’s-aids  passed  through  this 
pl  ce  with  dispatches  for  the  Executive.  tVe 
will  patiently  await  tile  deveiopement  of  their 
eontents,  without  hazarding  conjecture.  Our 
friends  ’hai  Were  in  the  battle,  it  is  true,  have 
given  us  some  information,  sufficient  ter  form 
our  own  views  of  the  subject — but  the  official 
dispatches,  say  this  day  two  weeks,  will  reach 
us  from  Washington  City. 

In  the  mean  time  we  have  but  little  to  add 
to  former  statements — On  the  part  of  our  armv 
about  every  fourth  man  was  either  killed  or 
wounded;  and  on  the  part  of  the  Indians,  un. 
less  their  number  greatly  exceeded  our's,  about 
every  third  man  killed  and  wounded.  Upwards 
of  one  hundred  Indians,  it  is  ascertained  to  a 
certainty,  died  on  the  field  of  battle,  their 
wounded  agr-e5b!e  to  the  usual  proportion, 
must  tl.n-eibre  have  amounted  to  2 or  300 more 
The  Prophet’s  town  was  raized  to  the  ground 
on  the  succeeding  day  after  the  battle,  excepi 

one  hut^-n  which  was  found  an  old  squaw. 

Since  the  return  of  the  army  to  Vincennes,  two 
or  three  friendly  Delaware  Chiefs  came  in— 
their  representation  of  the  disappointment  of 
t;  e Indians  after  the  defeat  was  striking.  The 
Prophet  had  told  them  that  the  white  peo- 
ple should  all  be  asleep  or  drunk — and  that  he 
would,  by  his  conjuration,  turn  their  powder 
into  sand— and  furnished  every  warrior  with  a 
chaim  to  render  him  invulnerable. 

The  Potawattamies  and  Kickapoos  are  said 
to  form  the  greatest  number  of  hostile  Indians. 

A report  prevailed  at  Vincennes,  that  Tecum- 
seh  with  300  warriors  from  the  southern  tribes, 
was  Oil  his  march  up  the  Wabash — this  was  be- 
iieved,  but  little  f ar  existed  of  depredut'ons 
from  them  ; it  was  supposed  tiiey  would  dis- 
perse when  mad^ccju. noted  with  the  fate  of 
their  allies.  Little  Twi'tie  is  sairf  to  have  aban- 
doned his ' nation—  rcprobatlhg  then-  folly  in 
commencing  hostilities.
